Show Qualification System 

Sir: 

Last fall my entry in the Amateur Owner 
Hunter Division was rejected from the 
Washington International Horse Show. I felt 
that my horse was more than qualified to 
enter, especially considering that the week 
before I had received an acceptance from the 
Pennsylvania National Horse Show at Har¬ 
risburg. 

After some investigation, I discovered that 
several entries were accepted to Washington 
despite the fact that they had accumulated 
fewer winnings than my horse had. I im¬ 
mediately called the show secretary and in¬ 
quired about the discrepancy. She suggested 
that I name another entry's record to com¬ 
pare against, so I named a particular horse. 
The secretary began reading off a list of win¬ 
nings which the compared horse had pre¬ 
sumably acquired. 

After the secretary had completed the list, 
I informed her that I had competed at several 
shows with the named entry, and that the 
horse had not won the ribbons stated on the 
entry form in its respective division 
(Amateur Owner Hunter). I then asked the 
show secretary if she had checked the valid¬ 
ity of the entries, and she replied that this 
was an impossibility, considering that the 
AHSA's records were only current through 
June. 

The following day I wrote letters to the 
President of the Washington International 
and to the Secretary of the AHSA, Mr. James 
Blackwell. In a letter of reply from the 
Washington show, I was informed that my 
horse's record consisted of fewer VHSA 


points than the horse I was being compared 
with, and that the rejection would thus be 
upheld. Despite this statement, the prize list 
did not stipulate giving priority to winnings 
in designated states. 

Finally, I called Mr. Blackwell, and he said 
that he would look into the matter. Nonethe¬ 
less, I have never received even to this late 
date a letter from the AHSA acknowledging 
my complaint. 

The only course of action left is to turn this 
matter over to the exhibitors who work for 
the entire season to qualify for this fall show, 
and then discover too late that a credible 
qualification system does not exist. I raise 
this matter not so much in protest of the 
falsification of entries, but rather as a de¬ 
mand for a system of justice on the part of the 
show itself.

Helen Polinger's 'Chase Victor 

Helen Polinger's Jezabell's Man captured 
Delaware Park's $10,000 Tom Roby steep¬ 
lechase stakes at Delaware Park last month, 
having previously accounted for the $10,000 
S. Bryce Wing Memorial in Warrenton, Va. 

Although Mrs. Polinger's husband Milton 
has won several stakes, Jezabell's Man is the 
first stakes winner for Mrs. Polinger. 

The 4-year-old Virginia-bred son of 
*Prince Taj is trained by Monti (Sonny) Sims 
who also doubles as the Polingers' farm 
manager. 

Mrs. Polinger reports that she purchased 
Jezabell's Man from her husband. Mr. 
Polinger had bought the horse as a yearling 
at the Eastern Fall Sales of 1972 at Timonium 
for $9,000. 

Jezabell's Man is actually undefeated over 
jumps at recognized meetings, having made 
only three starts in steeplechase races at rec¬ 
ognized tracks. In January, February and 
March of this year Mrs. Polinger's color- 


bearer was competing in flat races at Charles 
Town. 

The $6,864 earned by Jezabell's Man in the 
Tom Roby increased the gelding's lifetime 
earnings to $17,664. 

Mrs. Polinger states that Milton sold her 
the horse "shortly before he turned 2." 
Asked why her husband had weeded the 
yearling out from his racing stable, Helen 
said that Jezabell's Man was "crooked in 
front and Milton didn't like him." 

Mrs. Polinger credits Sims with develop¬ 
ing the horse as a jumper. 

"Sonny," she said, "has done everything. 
He gallops him, schools him and picks out 
the races for him. I galloped him myself a few 
times before he got fit. But it didn't take long 
for me to find out that he was too much horse 
for me to handle." 

Jezabell's Man was ridden by Jonathan 
Ruhsam in all three of his winning steeple¬ 
chase races this year. 


Reserve Champion Wins Race 

The Dancer's Image — Rose colt who was 
pinned reserve champion of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association's 1974 yearling 
show won at first asking last month at Del¬ 
aware Park. Owned by Mrs. Miles Valen¬ 
tine, the 2-year-old colt came from off the 
pace to win by a nose as 7-5 favorite in a 
five-furlong test for maidens. His name is 
Eriatsa. 

Lucien Laurin, who judged the 1974 show 
for Maryland-bred yearlings, pinned the colt 
bred by Foxleigh Farm second in Class I, then 
awarded him the reserve championship rib¬ 
bon at the conclusion of the program. Win¬ 
ner of Class I was a Jersey Legend — Miss 
Wembley colt which Mr. Laurin said he 
changed his mind on when it came time for 
the championship judging. Consequently, 
the Jersey Legend colt did not share in the 
championship awards. The show's grand 
champion was a colt by Quadrangle out of 
Ameriturn who has been named 
Ameriangle. 

Foxleigh Farm, owned by Dr. Kenneth 
Fox, consigned Eriatsa to the 1974 Saratoga 
yearling auctions where he was bought by 
Mrs. Valentine for $64,000.

MHBA Annual Meeting 



The Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association's annual general membership 
meeting held last month in the Administra¬ 
tion Building at Timonium was perhaps the 
stormiest in the organization's 46-year his¬ 
tory. 

For all practical purposes the meeting be¬ 
came a battle of words between two persons 
— Hal C. B. Clagett, chairman of the 
MHBA's Legislative Committee, and Ben 
Cohen, an owner of the Pimlico race track. 

Mr. Cohen, who is also one of Maryland's 
more successful breeders, stated at one point 
that "I get more money out of the Maryland 
Fund than most people in this room — be¬ 
cause I happen to breed horses that win." 

With 50 members in attendance (and 
another 205 represented by proxies), the 
meeting lasted two hours and 40 minutes. 
More than half of that time was devoted to 
Mr. Clagett's Legislative Committee report 
which came under incessant attack by Mr. 
Cohen. 

In making his report Mr. Clagett stated 
that Senate Bill 672 had come within one vote 
of clearing the House Ways and Means 
Committee and that that "one vote was in 
the pocket of the race tracks, in my opinion." 

S.B. 672 would have modernized the 
Maryland Fund program, said Clagett. He 
stated that no change other than increases in 
income have been made to the law since its 
passage in 1962 and that the time has come to 


update the program by adding the best fea¬ 
tures of similar laws in other states. 

Mr. Cohen vigorously attacked S.B. 672, 
stating that it would "degrade" Maryland 
racing. Said the Pimlico owner: "If you want 
to pay bonuses to horses that can't win any¬ 
where except Charles Town, if you want it so 
they'll bring this junk down from Charles 
Town — then you'll vote for this bill. But it 
ain't worth a damn. It's going to hurt Mary¬ 
land racing. Now if you want to, you can 
come to the race tracks and we'll sit down 
with you and write a bill that will help Mary¬ 
land racing." 

Asked from the floor by Delores Pecor if 
that wasn't something like getting a fox to 
guard a goose, Mr. Cohen replied: "Race 
tracks try to improve racing, in spite of what 
you think." 

Mr. Cohen paid Mr. Clagett perhaps his 
only compliment when he said: "As far as 
lobbying is concerned, you did a helluva job 
down there." 

To this, Clagett replied: "Yes, but I didn't 
get paid for it. On the other hand, you've got 
a professional lobbyist — and a darn good 
one — in Jim Doyle. He's extremely effective 
and he got the job done for you." 

As the meeting progressed, the dialogue 
between the two principal speakers became 
less dignified. At one point, Mr. Cohen said: 
"I wouldn't kick you in the face if you asked 
me to. But you ought to have your brains 
bashed in." 
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Urging the membership to withhold its 
support of S.B. 672 at the next session of the 
General Assembly, Mr. Cohen said: "If you 
try this bill again you'll get it out of his 
(Clagett's) mouth and no further. This bill as 
written will not go — I guarantee it." 

Despite the vehemence of Mr. Cohen's ar¬ 
guments, the membership responded to Mr. 
Clagett's less emotional presentation and lis¬ 
tened with interest as he explained the 
specifics of S.B. 672. 

The committee chairman went patiently 
through every aspect of the bill and stated 
that he would willingly work for the legisla¬ 
tion again in 1976 if the membership sup¬ 
ported him. 

He concluded his remarks by saying that 
the tracks do not oppose the bill on its merits 
but rather because it would write into law the 
open race breeder bonus awards and also 
because the tracks will have a bill of their 
own in 1976. "They want us to make a deal 
for next year's legislature," said Clagett. 
"The sort of thing where they scratch our 
back and we scratch theirs. Frankly, I don't 


want a deal like that — the most that would 
happen is that their back would get 
scratched and ours would still be itching." 

Mr. Clagett then moved that the member¬ 
ship endorse S.B. 672 as presently written 
and authorize the MHB A's board of directors 
and its Legislative Committee to move the 
bill forward in the most expeditious manner 
possible, including pre-filing or making any 
amendment that may be considered advan¬ 
tageous by the MHBA's board. 

Put to a vote, the motion carried 24 to 4. 

Other business reported by the various 
committee chairmen included: 

• The treasurer, Hugh J. O'Donovan, 
noted that the association's gross expenses 
($388,268) had exceeded income ($365,224) 
during the past year and that the deficit had 
been caused for the most part by the failure 
of the magazine HORSE PLAY to meet its ex¬ 
penses. The treasurer stated that because of 
its cost to the association, the magazine had 
been discontinued. 

• William G. Christmas, chairman of the 
MHBA's Maryland Fund Committee, stated

that 95 Maryland Fund races had been con¬ 
tested during the past year out of 100 which 
had been scheduled. Income for the Fund 
amounted to $1,400,809. Expenditures to¬ 
taled $1,244,875. 

• Snowden Carter gave the Building 
Committee's report in the absence of the 
chairman, J. Harlan Williams. Carter said 
that the 2.6 acres of land on which an office 
building is contemplated has still not been 
rezoned but that a final zoning decision is 
expected in June. 

• John P. Pons, chairman of the Registra¬ 
tion Committee, reported that Maryland- 
bred registrations declined slightly in 1974 
with 855 registrations compared to the pre¬ 
vious year's record high of over 1 000. 
Reason for the decline was attributed to the 
increase in price effected in 1974 which re¬ 
sulted in many breeders registering two 
crops of foals in 1973 so that they could get in 
at the cheaper price. 

• J. William Boniface, chairman of the 
Sales Committee, reported that 1974 was the 
third best sales year in the association's his¬ 
tory, being exceeded only by 1973 and 1966, 
the year the duPont horses were dispersed. 

• Barbara Obre gave the Membership 

Committee's report after the chairman, 
Janon Fisher, Jr., excused himself to leave at 
noon so that he could see one of his horses 
run at Pimlico. Mrs. Obre said that a record 
number of 658 individuals now belong to the 
MHBA but that of this total 44 have not paid 
their dues for the current year. □ 

Merryman Re-elected President 

John B. Merryman was re-elected presi¬ 
dent of the Maryland Horse Breeders As¬ 
sociation last month by the association's 
15-member Board of Directors. Also re¬ 
elected were the vice-president, Douglas R. 
Small, and the secretary-treasurer, Hugh J. 
O'Donovan. 

Mr. Merryman will be serving his second 
one-year term. A nationally known author¬ 
ity on both horses and cattle, Mr. Merryman 
is also the breeder of Twixt as well as being 50 
per cent owner of the record-setting 
6-year-old mare.

Breeders Association's annual election 
of directors were announced at the 
general membership meeting held at 
Timonium on May 13. The ballots had 
been tabulated by the Mercantile-Safe 
Deposit and Trust Company under the 
direction of the Timonium branch 
manager, Alex MacNutt.

Mr. MacNutt stated that there had 
been 81 nominees on the ballot and that 
316 ballots had been cast. Of those 316, 
ten were disqualified — three because 
more than 15 names had been circled, 
four because the voter's dues had not 
been paid, one because the ballot was 
not signed, one because there was no 
ballot enclosed in the envelope and one 
because the ballot had been left com¬ 
pletely unmarked.

When Twixt captured Pimlico's $30,000 
Geisha Handicap under 130 pounds last 
month she surpassed Politely as the greatest 
money-winning mare ever bred in Mary¬ 
land. And in number of stakes victories, her 
18 added-money triumphs are the greatest 
number ever won by any Maryland-bred of 
either sex. 

On June 1, Twixt's bankroll stood at 
$571,772. Her 18 stakes victories have been 
achieved in Maryland, New York, Pennsyl¬ 
vania, New England, Chicago, New Jersey 


and California. The 6-year-old mare is cur¬ 
rently the nation's leader in the filly and 
mare division and seems certain to earn her 
third consecutive award as the year's best 
Maryland-bred performer. 

Bred by Mr. and Mrs. John B. Merryman, 
Twixt is a daughter of the Maryland stallion 
Restless Native and the Quarter Deck mare 
Eveleen which Mr. Merryman purchased

Unraced as a 2-year-old, Twixt made her 
debut at 3 in the colors of her breeder, Mr. 
Merryman. In her third start (which she won 
over maidens) she raced for the first time in 
the colors of Mrs. John M. Franklin and has 
continued to wear those colors ever since. 


Twixt, shown above defeating Crackerfax in 
the Geisha under 130 pounds, appears oppo¬ 
site with her assistant trainer Nat Johnson 
and trainer/exercise rider Katharine Voss. 
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Mrs. Franklin owns the mare in a 50-50 part¬ 
nership with the Merrymans. 

When Twixt first came to the races she was 
trained by Mr. Merryman. But by season's 
end her conditioning had been taken over by 
the Merrymans' oldest daughter, Katy Voss.

Foaled and raised at the Merrymans' 
300-acre The Orebanks Farm near Sparks, 
Twixt is now in her final year of competition. 
Her value as a broodmare is nearly as great as 
her worth on the tracks. 


As the leading Maryland-bred distaff 
money-earner of all time, Twixt stands nar¬ 
rowly ahead of Politely who retired with 
earnings of $552,972. Alma North is third in 
the f-m division with $513,598. 

By winning 18 stakes races, Twixt tops 
all Maryland-bred flat runners (Elkridge, a 
jumper, had more), irrespective of sex. Sec¬ 
ond to her is Alma North with 15, followed 
by Gallorette (13), Politely (13), Find (13) and 
Social Outcast (12). 

Another record Twixt has helped establish 
is that of her trainer Katy Merryman Voss. 
No woman in the history of American racing 
has ever won 18 stakes with a single horse, 
and it is doubtful if any 25-year-old trainer 
has ever before earned $571,000 with a single 
horse. □

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i^hick Lang did a remarkable job with the 
100th running of the Preakness. 

Pimlico broke every Maryland record for 
attendance (75,216), betting ($4,264,813), 
traffic congestion and fist fights. If Pimlico's 
general manager had been one whit more 
effective in his promotional buildup, man¬ 
agement would have had to have seated 
some of its customers in the stewards' stand 
and the jockeys' room. 

It bothers me a little bit to say that LeRoy 
Jolley was right when he stated that it was a 
circus at Pimlico on Preakness Day. 

The question to be decided, I think, is 
whether Maryland's racing benefits from 
one circus a year. It doesn't matter in the 
slightest that LeRoy gets angry over the de¬ 
feat of his horse. His loss is Smiley Adams' 
gain. And whoever promised LeRoy that the 
track superintendent would do things to his 
specifications? 


lico on Preakness Day 1975 if it were to be 
done all over again; or would you prefer to 
stay home and watch the race on television? 

My own poll on this question has resulted 
in about a 50-50 reaction. 

Since the people I talked to were regular 
racegoers, my poll is admittedly not a fair 
cross-section. Most of my acquaintances had 
reserved seats — there again being far differ¬ 
ent from the average Preakness spectator. 

The most important and really only sig¬ 
nificant question raised by the Pimlico circus 
is whether an extravaganza of that sort helps 
or hurts the racing industry. 

My own conclusion is that it helps. 

What we in the Maryland racing industry 
achieved was unparalleled public exposure 
in the news media. In addition to superb 
coverage on television by CBS, we had 477 
reporters and photographers in attendance 
from newspapers throughout the world. 



The bothersome question to me is how far 
should management go in its efforts to pack 
in more customers? 

I'm certainly not trying to make a pitch for 
the elegance of the 19th century, but, on the 
other hand, there should be some balance 
between a one-day circus and tolerable ac¬ 
commodations for regular racegoers. 

Let me put it this way — would you, of 
your own free choice, decide to attend Pim¬ 


The two Baltimore dailies both ran sepa¬ 
rate sections on the Preakness on Sunday. 
Writing and photographing for those two 
sections were 27 reporters and photo¬ 
graphers from the A lews-American and 26 
from the Sun. CBS was represented by 60 
television and radio staff members. 

I do not share the often stated opinion that 
LeRoy Jolley should have kept his mouth 
closed following the second-place finish of 
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his heavily favored Kentucky Derby winner 
Foolish Pleasure. LeRoy's now famous Sun¬ 
day morning press conference added con¬ 
siderable drama to the race, and Chick 
Lang's equally quotable response made good 
newspaper copy for days after the race. 

There is no suggestion here that LeRoy 
made his attack by prearrangement. It was 
unquestionably sincere and from the depths 
of an anguished heart. But I will say that 
Pimlico couldn't have devised a better angle 
for post-race publicity than to have Jolley 
and Lang trading heated words in the news¬ 
papers. 

There were quite a few "strange" names 
signed to racing stories in the Baltimore pa-

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pers on the Sunday after the race, and, for 
the most part, it was apparent that they 
didn't know the subject about which they 
were writing. Errors were a dime a dozen, 
especially when those "outside" reporters 
misused words deeply ingrained in the jar¬ 
gon of the sport. 

But such mistakes don't really matter. The 
pictures were there (but don't bet on the 
accuracy of the cutlines), the type was there 
and as far as the lay public was concerned it 
was all 100 per cent gospel. 

Like most racegoers, I have my own favor¬ 
ites among the reporters. With me, the 
Number 1 man is Joe Hirsch (Daily Racing 
Form ) and Number 2 is Bob Maisel (Baltimore 
Sun). When these two write it, I believe it. 

Both, I think, did outstanding jobs this 
year on the Preakness. 

Joe's best quote, I thought, was printed 
four days after the race. It was in an inter¬ 
view with Darrell McHargue, rider of the 
winning Master Derby. 

Explaining how he had won the mile and 
three sixteenths race, the jockey said: 

"I opened up three lengths on the field 
from the quarter pole to the eighth pole, and 
that gave me a little cushion the rest of the 
way home. When you do that — when you 
open up quickly — there is an element of 
surprise, and it makes the other riders won¬ 
der for a moment. Of course, it's a gamble 
because you take something out of your 
horse. I'm glad the Preakness wasn't a six¬ 
teenth of a mile longer. I was on a tired colt at 
the finish." 

This happens to be exactly the way I saw it, 
too. And it was also the way Bob Maisel 
wrote about it in Monday's newspaper. 

Maisel's observations (with which I com¬ 
pletely concur) were as follows. 

"Taking nothing whatsoever away from 
Master Derby, I thought the better horse 
finished second when he beat Foolish Pleas¬ 
ure to the wire. But, when you usually come 
from behind, things don't always break the 
way you'd like them, and they didn't for 
Foolish Pleasure in the Preakness. 

"True, it was a cuppy race track, as so 
many of the jockeys pointed out, but Master 


Derby will handle any surface from concrete 
to slop, without complaining, which is one 
reason he won Saturday. He also got a better 
ride on this day. 

"That's what makes the Triple Crown so 
hard to win, why it takes a great horse to do 
it. He has to get the breaks, handle three 
distinctly different racing surfaces, three dif¬ 
ferent distances, and even some circus-like 
atmosphere." 

To me, one of the most remarkable things 
about Bob Maisel is that he's equally as good 
covering baseball. He does, of course, have 
the proper background for both sports — his 
father (Fritz Maisel) was a professional ball¬ 
player and Bob himself many years ago seri¬ 
ously considered owner-trainer Watson 
Elliott's offer to become his assistant trainer. 

So much for the press, LeRoy and Chick. 

The question now is which one of us Mary- 
land breeders is cranking up the best 
2-year-old? It's about time, I think, for some¬ 
body from Maryland to win another 
Preakness. □

Strengthened by a five-horse consign¬ 
ment from Bruce S. Campbell's Early Bird 
Stud, Maryland's first Two-Year-Olds In 
Training Sale exceeded all expectations last 
month with 46 head selling for an average 
price of $9,785. 


The auction, held in Timonium's sales 
pavilion, was topped by Early Bird Stud's 
Lovely Voyage who brought $30,000 on a bid 
from Audrey Riker, of Monkton. Mr. Camp¬ 
bell, a former president of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association, had shipped his 
consignment here from Florida. All five of 
his horses were bred at his Early Bird Stud, 
located near Ocala. 


Grossing $94,500 for an average price of 
$18,900, Mr. Campbell expressed himself as 
being delighted with the results. "My aver¬ 
age price," he said, "was higher here than in 
the Florida sale (where he averaged $17,900). 


what would have been invested in the 1974 
Eastern Fall Sale's average priced yearling 
($6,951) plus boarding and training expenses 
from September to May. 

Miss Riker, purchaser of the sales-topper, 
stated that she had bought the daughter of 
Admiral's Voyage and G. Force for her own 
account. "I saw her breeze on the Sunday 
before the sale (three furlongs in 36 2 /s), and I 
was impressed by the way she moved. She 
has a lot of size for a May foal, too. I don't 
intend to start her before Saratoga and 
maybe not until next year." 

On the Sunday before the auction all 
horses entered in the sale were either gal¬ 
loped or breezed over Timonium's brand 
new five-furlong track. A crowd in excess of 
1,000 was on hand for the exhibition which 
began at 10:45 a.m. 

Clockers on the staff of the Daily Racing 
Form timed the trials which were either a

In addition to his own five horses, Mr. 
Campbell sold another four as agent for vari¬ 
ous owners. Those four achieved an average 
of $13,625. 

All told, there were 55 horses which 
passed through the ring in the one-night ses¬ 
sion. Nine were bought in by their consign¬ 
ors. The other 46 grossed $450,100. 

It is interesting to note that the sale's aver¬ 
age price of $9,785 was roughly equivalent to 


quarter-mile or three furlongs — it being up 
to the discretion of the consignor to decide 
what each horse would do. 

John Finney, president of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company, shared the announcing duties 
with Dick Woolley, the regular race track 
caller at all Maryland tracks. 

A free bull roast was also provided for the 
spectators. With perfect spring weather pre¬ 
vailing, the program went off smoothly. 

J. William Boniface, chairman of the 
MHBA's Sales Committee, stated his satis- 
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faction with all aspects of the public trials 
program and the sale, itself. 'There were," 
said Boniface, "only a few minor hitches. 
Like the absence of trash cans on Sunday and 
the need for one or two more telephone lines 
between the dockers, the announcers and 
the stable area. But everybody seemed to 
enjoy the Sunday program (the free bull 
roast cost the sponsors $7,800) and there 
were certainly plenty of out of town buyers at 
the sale on Thursday night." 

Immediately after the sale Boniface con¬ 
ferred with Finney regarding plans for a big¬ 
ger and better auction next May. 

At this meeting Finney said he felt the 
inaugural sale had been an outstanding suc¬ 
cess. "I was thinking we would average be¬ 
tween $7,000 and $7,500," said the Fasig- 
Tipton president. "I can see where this sale 
will grow into a two or three-night pro¬ 
duction. We must continue to be selective,

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Timonium Hires Linton 


In a surprise move that was not devoid of 
controversy, William M. Linton was hired as 
Timonium's top executive last month. H. 
Maxwell Mosner, Jr., the track's general 
manager, retains his position but will be 
subordinate to the Baltimore county legis¬ 
lator. 

Mr. Linton, a member of the House of 
Delegates since 1971, resigned an executive 
position with Aircraft Armaments, Inc., to 
accept the Timonium berth. Mr. Linton owns 
and races a small stable and is also the Re¬ 
publican minority leader in the House of 
Delegates. 

He is 47 years old, a native of Baltimore 
county and had been an unpaid member of 
Timonium's Board of Directors prior to his 
appointment to the newly created position of 
executive vice-president. 

Before accepting the job, Mr. Linton 
cleared his appointment with the General 
Assembly's Ethics Committee to make cer¬ 
tain that he could remain in the Maryland 
legislature without risking a conflict of in¬ 
terest hassle. 

Mr. Linton's appointment followed by 
only a few weeks Governor Mandel's veto of 
House Bill 854 which would have given the 
state's entire share of the mutuel take to 
Timonium for four years, beginning in 1976. 

Although momentarily dismayed by the 
governor's decision, Timonium's officers 


now say that they will introduce a similar bill 
in the 1976 session of the General Assembly 
and that they are optimistic of gaining the 
governor's support. 

Mr. Linton has advised his new employers 
that he will be unable to involve himself in 
any legislation which might pertain to the 
racing industry. 

In announcing Linton's appointment, 
George Wills, a member of the track's five- 
man executive committee, said that the move 
should in no way be construed as a criticism 
or demotion of Mosner. 

"The truth is," said Mr. Wills, "that we are 
so pleased with Mosner's work that we have 
given him a raise. What we did in hiring 
Linton was to simply strengthen our execu¬ 
tive team. We've got a lot of work to do at 
Timonium in the next few years, and Linton 
looks to us like the ideal man to head up 
these projects. He bossed a big department 
at AAI, and we feel awfully lucky to get him. 
He's a graduate lawyer, is known from one 
end of the state to the other and has a good 
feel for racing and the state fair." 

Mr. Mosner has been Timonium's general 
manager since the death of John M. Heil in 
1972. Prior to Mr. Heil's death, Mosner had 
been the track's assistant to the general 
manager. □ 


Sales Filly Is Winner 

Hip No. 1 in the Two-Year-Olds in Train¬ 
ing Sale held last month at Timonium made 
her first start 12 days after the auction and 
came home a galloping winner at Bowie. 

The filly, a daughter of Aristocratic and the 
Restless Native mare Aceinrest, was pur¬ 
chased at the sale for $5,000 by T. P. Burgee. 
Performing at Bowie in a maiden special 
race, she earned $2,700 while posting a 
$43.60 mutuel.

Magee served as agent for both the consignor 
and buyer in the Two-Year-Olds in Training 
sale. 

Magee points out that Hail to Rest has so 
far been No. 1 in everything that she has 
participated in — i.e. Hip No. 1 in the first 
Two-Year-Olds in Training sale ever held in 
Maryland, post position No. 1 in her first 
start, in first position from start to finish of 
her Bowie race and, finally, the first 
2-year-old winner at Bowie in 1975.

Chick Lang joined racing's elite 
in 1955 when trainers B. A. and 
jimmy Jones gave Bill Hartack, 
for whom Chick was agent, first 
call on the Calumet Farm stable. 


Chick Lang, Pimlico's general manager, 
would probably today still be working as a 
jockey's agent had it not been for his luck in 
1954 in becoming agent for a 21-year-old 
rider named Bill Hartack. It was Hartack who 
carried himself and his agent into the aristoc¬ 
racy of the racing world. 

"Billy opened many a door for me," says 
the man who is unquestionably one of the 
best race track general managers alive today. 

But despite his high position in the world . 
of racing, Lang has never forgotten or com¬ 
pletely discontinued his work as an agent. "1 
still carry condition books around in my j 
pants pockets," says Lang. "It's fun to spot 
races for horses owned by my friends. Some i 
people think that I must own part of their 
stables. But I don't. I just enjoy helping them 
find races that they can win." 

One of Lang's strongest assets as an agent 
was knowing which horses were eligible for 
a particular race. He didn't just go to any I 
trainer and get a mount on any horse for Bill 
Hartack. Instead, he studied his condition j 
book, guessed which horses would be en¬ 
tered in a particular race and then sought out 1 
the trainer of the horse he thought was best. | 

Help like that was all a rider of Hartack's i 
ability needed. "Give him a live one and let 
him handle it from there," was the agent's 
philosophy. Together, Hartack and Lang 
made up one of the greatest rider-agent ^ 
teams this country has ever seen. 

When Lang took on Hartack (or vice versa) 
the boy had already compiled a spectacular 
record as a half-mile track apprentice. In 1953 
he had won 350 races, placing him second in . 
races won to Bill Shoemaker. But Hartack's | 
wins had come mostly at little league places ( 
like Charles Town, W. Va. Shoemaker's had 
been on the big apple. 

With Lang as his agent, Hartack was for- j 
tunate in 1954 to have his contract sold by ' 
Charles Town's Junie Corbin to the powerful | 
Chicago-based stable of Ada L. Rice. Bal¬ 
timorean Tommy Kelly was the Rice trainer. 

Ada L. Rice, Tommy Kelly, Bill Hartack, 
Chick Lang — it was big league all the way. i 
For Hartack, Charles Town and the other j 
bullrings had become a matter of history. 

Riding first-rate horses (Mrs. Rice's Pet 
Bully is still the jockey's most revered > 
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The great father-son training team 
of B. A. and Jimmy Jones with Citation 
following his Kentucky Derby victory. 

I mount), Hartack became a celebrity in 1955. 
He became the second jockey in history to 
win over 400 races (Bill Shoemaker was the 
I first), and finished third in money earned 
($1,695,054) behind Eddie Arcaro 

1 ($1,864,796) and Shoemaker. 

I The amazing success of this young man 
I who had tome from an impoverished coal 
mining family in Black Lick, Pa., quickly at¬ 
tracted the keen eyes of two of America's 
. greatest trainers — the father-son team of 
Ben A. Jones and Horace A. (Jimmy) Jones. 

In Lang's words: "There was no stable that 
could come close to the success B. A. and 
limmy were having with Calumet Farm. 
They were the New York Yankees, General 
Motors and Standard Oil all rolled into one. 
When they started to use Bill on some of their 
horses, I felt like a little boy who had been 
I invited to play on the same team with Lefty 
Grove. 

"Even now, it's easy to remember the thrill 
| Igot out of working for B. A. and Jimmy. Just 
being on their team moved me overnight to 
the top of the racing world. I could go any¬ 
where, kick on the goddamned door and say: 
Open up. I'm with Calumet Farm! I'm not 
I selling Tootsie Pop.' 

And being with Calumet was actually 
: being a part of their team. Jimmy kept driv¬ 
ing that point home with all of his em- 
Iployees. Everybody felt like he belonged. 
.And if he didn't belong, then it was up the 
road — out, out, out! 

"My relationship with B. A. and Jimmy 
was so much more pleasant than the one I 
had had with the Rices. I could never get 
close to them, and neither could Billy. I 
would never have dared sit in their box with¬ 
out a previous invitation. But with Calumet 
vou were on the team and you belonged in 
their box. And they had a box at every race 
(rack in the country. 

"Well, the Rices (Dan and Ada) became 
less and less happy with Billy in 1955 and 
limmy Jones kept using him more and more 
.on Calumet horses. Finally the Rices termi¬ 
nated Billy's contract before it expired. Not 



long after that we went to work for Calumet. 
We never had a contract, not even a firm 
agreement. It was just understood between us 
that Billy had first call on most of the Calumet 
horses. And what agent wouldn't be happy 
with an understanding like that, even it it 
was never written down or even put into 
words? 

"Of course Bill had to be at the Calumet 
barn in the mornings. Usually by 7 o'clock. 
He'd get on a few and leave around 9. He 
never gave any of us any real trouble. He 
didn t drink, didn't smoke — his only vices 
were expensive cars and lots of girls. 

"In 1955 Ben Jones was 72 years old. His 
great years with Citation, Armed and Whirl- 
away were behind him. Actually he was a 
sick man (diabetes). But he didn't sit in his 
rocking chair at the end of the shedrow all 
the time. Every morning he was out on that 
track on his pony Tennessee, and Jimmy was 
out there, too, on his pony. One thing about 
them, B. A. and Jimmy were working train¬ 
ers. They didn't go to the track kitchen or the 
racing secretary's office when their horses 
headed for the track. They were right there 
with their horses — looking, listening and 
observing. Let me tell you, it was a great 
team. Except for my parents, the greatest 
education I've had in life came from B. A. 
and Jimmy Jones. 

And they were such a contrast in person¬ 
alities. 

Old B. A. was as tough as they come. I 
think of him as being the guy in a Western 
movie who rides through 125-degree heat 
and spits in the eye of a rattlesnake as he lies 
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wounded on the sand in the dessert beside 
his horse that died underneath him. He was 
a crusty old guy. Nothing worried him and 
he didn't take nothing off nobody. He was a 
man's man — like H. Guy Bedwell. You 
know they say that the first time B. A. and 
Hard Guy met, there was a clap of thunder 
and the earth shook. B. A. is supposed to 
have drawn a line in the dirt with the toe of 
his boot and challenged Hard Guy to cross it. 

I don't know. Probably just another race 
track rumor. 

"But anyway, Jimmy (who is today Mon¬ 
mouth Park's director of racing) was the 
exact opposite of his father. He smiles a lot, 
has a million friends and worries himself to 
death. 

"I remember in 1957 we were at Keeneland 
and Jimmy was getting Gen. Duke ready for 
the Derby. It was raining something awful, 
and it was the day Jimmy had scheduled a 
big work for Gen. Duke. Jimmy kept walking 
up and down the shedrow. Back and forth. 
Up and down. Every two minutes he'd look 
out at the sky. Rain kept coming down hard¬ 
er and harder. 

"B. A. was sitting in his rocking chair 
watching Jimmy. I was leaning against the 
barn beside B. A. Jimmy kept muttering to 
himself: 'I knew I should have worked him 
yesterday. I knew it. I knew it. But I didn't do 
it!' 

"Then he'd kick some dirt and pace some 
more. By this time the horse is all tacked up 
and Billy's waiting to get on him. I just stand 
there leaning against the wall. One thing I 
knew was when to keep my mouth shut. 
When B. A. or Jimmy wanted someone else's 
opinion, they'd ask for it. You never volun¬ 
teered suggestions if you wanted to stay on 
the team. 

"So Jimmy is still walking and still mutter¬ 
ing to himself. Billy comes over beside me, 
shrugs his shoulders and leans back against 
the wall. 

"Finally old B. A. hollers to Jimmy. 'What 
the hell you gonna do on Derby Day if it 
rains? Scratch your horse? He ain't made of 
sugar. Good God, Jimmy, get him out there 
and get that work into him. Pacing up and 


down the shedrow won't help dry out the 
track!' 

"Jimmy argued a little, but B. A. had | 
broken the tension. In a couple of minutes j 
Billy was in the saddle and Gen. Duke was ] 
headed to the track for his workout. 

"That was the way it was between B. A. 
and Jimmy when Bill and I were with them. \ 
Jimmy was the trainer. His father was sort of | 
like the chairman of the board. Jimmy was | 
the man who put the pieces together. And I'll > 
tell you, there was many a piece to put to- I 
gether in that big, powerful stable. 

"When they moved from one track to the 
next it was like Ringling Brothers circus I 
going on the road. Millions of dollars worth 
of horses plus all the traps and office equip¬ 
ment. And they had more office equipment i 
than any stable on the grounds. Desks, filing I 
cabinets, adding machines, typewriters — i 
plus all the medicines and trunks full of j 
equipment. They were never short on any¬ 
thing — and the beauty of it was that they 
were so well organized that they knew 
where to find their stuff almost the minute 
they needed it. 

"And they were so careful about every- ' 
thing. If there was ever a risk involved in | 
running a horse, they just wouldn't run. 
They weren't about to smash up their Cadil¬ 
lacs on a track that had holes in it. 

"As for feeding, they were the best. Great | 
feeders. Now I'll tell you a story you won't l 
believe, but I'll take an oath on my grand¬ 
children that it's true. 

"We were in Chicago one summer at Ar¬ 
lington Park and this great big tractor trailer 
comes in with a load of hay for us. Now that's ! 
a lot of hay. Well, Jimmy stands there and 
watches them unload. He kicks a bale every > 
once in a while and pulls out a piece to chew j 
on. He doesn't look too happy with what > 
he's chewing. 

"Well, when they've about got the trailer j 
half-way unloaded, he hollers to a man and I 
says: 'Pull that bale over here!' He pops the | 
bale open, yanks out a flake from the middle 
of the bale and positively buries his whole I 
face in it. 

Always meticulous about everything 
concerning the horses he trained, Jimmy 
Jones himself ponied horse of the year 
Armed, one of many Calumet stars. ( 
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"By this time everybody in the barn is 
watching him. None of us had ever seen so 
much excitement over the arrival of a load of 
. hay. 

'After what seems like five minutes, he 
| raises his head slowly with fire in his eyes. 

! Take it back,' he yells, 'the whole load! Take 
it back! We don't want it. This hay was baled 
j while it was still wet!' 

'And you know those men had to reload 
| that hay and take it back to wherever it came 
I from! 

"That was the only time I ever saw Jimmy 
’ send back a load, but he was always there 
Jwhen the hay arrived and he was always 
examining it. 


"Once when he was sampling a load he 
was chewing it as he usually did and he 
turned to me and offered me a piece of the 
flake he had in his hand. 

" 'Here, Chick,' he said, 'this is good stuff. 
You can eat this; it's good!' 

"I figure, what-the-hell, Jimmy's the boss 
so I better eat it. I put it in my mouth and 
chewed and chewed. Frankly, I never knew 
whether it was good hay or bad hay. I had 
never eaten any before, so I didn't have any¬ 
thing to compare it with. 

"You know all those Calumet horses got 
different amounts of feed and different kinds 
of hay. I could never understand how Jimmy 
knew what to feed each horse. So one day I 
asked him: 'How do you know what each

horse wants? Do they talk to you and tell 
you?' 

" 'Sure/ says Jimmy, 'they talk to me. All I 
got to do is look at them and they tell me 
what they need. You can see it in their coats, 
in how much flesh they're carrying, in how 
they act. That's the way they talk to me. 

" 'Take a look at that filly out there being 
grazed. In another week she'll be in full 
bloom.' 

"I thought to myself, I wonder what the 
hell she'll look like in full bloom. Probably 
have a tulip hanging out her ass. 

"Most of the time B. A. was with Jimmy. 
But occasionally, they'd split with different 
divisions at different tracks. I saw more of 
Jimmy than his father, I guess, but I really 
developed a warm relationship with old B. 
A. And he trusted me. That was something I 
really appreciated. 

"Like the time one hot August day in 
Chicago we were just about finished with the 
morning work when B. A. called me over to 
him. He was sitting in his rocking chair. I 
wondered what the hell Billy or I had done 
wrong. B. A. wasn't in the habit of calling 
you over for a social hour. 

"He just said to me: 'Don't go away. I want 
to talk to you.' That scared me even worse. 
So he sat there and rocked and I leaned up 
against the wall. Pretty soon everybody's 
disappeared, and we're the only two left. 

"B. A. looks up at me then and explains 
what he has on his mind. He says: 'You 
know. Chick, I really die sitting there in our 
box during the afternoon without having 
something sweet to eat. But Jimmy and 
Peggy won't let me have anything. So what I 
want you to do is come to the box this after¬ 
noon and tell me that you've got something 
urgent that you've got to talk to me about in 
private. Now I'm gonna argue with you and 
bawl you out. But don't let that bother you. 
Just keep insisting that you've gotta see me 
in private. 

"So that afternoon I did what he said. He 
argued with me. And Peggy (Jimmy Jones's 
wife) looked at me like I was crazy, but things 
worked out the way B. A. wanted. Pretty 
soon he gets up and walks away with me. He 


leads the way to the second floor of the 
clubhouse where they've got an ice cream 
bar. Then he tells me to buy him a chocolate 
ice cream soda. While I'm getting it, he's 
hiding behind a pole. I bring it back, and he 
gulps it down. Then he says: 'Check me over 
now. Chick. No chocolate on my face? Noth- ' 
ing to give me away?' I take out my handker¬ 
chief and wipe the corners of his mouth. I 
'You're okay now, B. A.' I tell him and he's I 
satisfied — walks back to the box by himself. 

"Well, this starts to get into a daily routine, j 
Every afternoon I've got to go to his box to ! 
talk to him about something private. Natu¬ 
rally, everybody wonders what the hell's I 
going on. Before long we start to look over I 
our shoulders on the way to the ice cream bar | 
to see whether we're being tailed by Peggy. , 

"I feel like we've got it under control with- I 
out anybody discovering what we're doing I 
until one morning I show up at the barn and . 
B. A. gives me this scowl. 

" 'Good morning,' I say to him. 

" 'Get away from me,' answers B. A. 

"This startles me, but I do what he says. * 
All morning long I stay away from him. Then 1 
finally around 10 o'clock when we're the / 
only two left under the shedrow he walks up 
to me and calls me an idiot. I ask what the 
hell have I done now? 

"He says: 'You know yesterday afternoon ' 
when you checked me out after my soda? | 
Well, there was chocolate on my necktie and 
you didn't see it. But soon as I got back to the 
box Peggy sees it, and she tells me all over I 
again about diabetes and my diet and howl ) 
ought to have more sense and she really 
bawls me out and it's all your fault because I 
you didn't check me out. What the hell's l 
wrong with you anyway? Don't you have » 
eyes? When you're working for Calumet | 
you're supposed to see things. Sloppy work 
will do for a lot of stables, but we don't put | 
up with it here. Now the next time when I tell J 
you to check me out, I want you to make 
certain as hell that you've got your eyes | 
open! I told Peggy that I bumped into a man 
who was carrying a chocolate sundae. She I 
might go for that story once, but I sure as hell I 
can't use it again.' " □ j

SKEETS

If you can imagine the late Louis Armstrong at 114 pounds, then you 
have a mental picture of Raymond (Skeets) Holland. 

Ever since 1926, Skeets has made life a little more pleasant around the 
shedrows at Maryland tracks. A big smile, a loud, gravelly voice — he has 
everything that made Armstrong famous, except a trumpet. 

In late April Pimlico's management put on a special day for Skeets 
Holland. Management named a race after him, took him to lunch and 
then had him show up in the winner's circle for the presentation. 

Surrounding Skeets throughout the afternoon were his family (his 
wife, four children and five grandchildren), plus Brooks Robinson, Cab 
Calloway, Paul Blair and the little man who shines shoes in the men's 
room. 

It was a great day for Skeets in every respect — and a singular 
accomplishment for Pimlico. The track's management couldn't have hon¬ 
ored a more popular backstretch worker. 

I attempted to interview Skeets a few days after the big event. But it 
wasn't easy. The problem was his 2V2-year-old grandson Troy whom 
Skeets was minding at the race track. 

Troy was into everything, distracting his 64-year-old grandfather. 

Open this for me, Skeets, please," said the little fellow, handing his 
grandfather a package of crackers. Skeets obliged with an aside — "My 
Gawd, I m glad I don't have to do this every day." 

Between chasing Troy around the press box and pulling his hands 
away from typewriters, Skeets gave this account of his career: 

Born January 2, 1911. Started galloping horses for Jim Healey (who 
was training for Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark) when he was 15 or 16 years old. 
Rode his first race a year later at Cumberland. 

"I never win too many races," said the native of Elkton, Md. "I guess 
maybe more than 100. But I rode for a long time. Right up until I got hurt 
in a spill at Marlboro in 1967."

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Skeets continued 

Skeets has ridden in races at every track in Maryland and also tracks 
in Delaware, New York, Havana, Montreal and Hot Springs. But mostly 
he's been an exercise boy — one of the best. 

"How many you get on this morning?" I asked him. 

"Eleven." 

"That's a lot," I replied. 

"You think so?" he countered with a smile. "I don't think so. Usually 
it's 14 or 15." 

And when Skeets finishes his morning work, he's always available 
for an afternoon assignment. Like selling programs or Daily Racing Forms. 
And with his gravelly voice, he's a natural salesman. 

Skeets never won a stakes race and cites Janon Fisher, Jr.'s Shivaree 
as the best horse he ever rode in a race. 

Has it been a good life? 

"Oh, yeah. I made lots of friends." 

How about money? 

"Naw. I never had any money." 

How about gambling? 

"I don't lose more than four or five dollars a day." 

Doesn't he ever win? 

"Not very often." 

Skeets lives near Pimlico (he's up at 4:30 each morning), and to hear 
him tell it he's never really done much good in life. 

But he's not leveling when he pulls that Average Guy act. 

The thing that sets him apart most conspicuously from the average 
exercise boys is that of his four children, three have college diplomas. 
Raymond (36) graduated from the University of Maryland, while Carolyn 
(32) and Teresa (22) graduated from Morgan. Raymond is an engineer 
working for the city of Baltimore. The two girls both taught school after 
gaining their diplomas. 

Skeets' only non-college educated child is 26-year-old Jimmy. 

"He quit school after the eighth grade and came to the tracks," says 
his father. "I tried to tell him he was doing wrong, but he didn't listen." 

Today Jimmy is an exercise boy, just like his father. 

If three or four decades from now Pimlico names a race after him, 
we'll know that he's a real chip off the old block. □

There is a maxim that says 
one doesn't run a Maryland Hunt 
Cup winner back in any of the 
later spring races. 

On the other hand, there's 
Jacko and Russell Jones. 

So much for conventional 
wisdom . . . apparently it applies 
only to conventional horses. 

Two weeks to the day after his 
heart-stopping nose victory over Fort 
Devon in the world's most demanding 
timber race, Jones's Chilean-bred 
champion — timber horse of the year 
in 1971, 1972 and 1973 — came back to 
soundly defeat a good field of five 
other horses in Fair Hill's 
Foxcatcher Hounds Steeple¬ 
chase, and establish a strong 
case for himself to win that 
title again. 

The Foxcatcher was the co¬ 
feature, along with the Na¬ 
tional Steeplechase Handicap, 
of the second day of Fair Hill's 
seventh annual spring meeting, 
which saw 13,155 fans run 
$221,744 through the pari-mutuels, 
down less than $1,000 from last year. 
The Wednesday program attracted a 
crowd of over 7,800 (the two-day total 
attendance was a record), which 
wagered $129,402, a record figure for 
a six-race card. 

There are some interesting parallels, 
aside from their manifest athletic 
ability, in the recent careers of 
Jacko and Beverly Steinman's 
Chrisaway, which won the 
National Steeplechase Handi¬ 
cap. Both are established class

horses — Jacko with his titles and his sixteen 
wins over timber (possibly an all-time rec¬ 
ord), and Chrisaway with two stakes vic¬ 
tories on the flat (he won the Del Mar Hand¬ 
icap and a division of the Bernard Baruch 
Handicap, setting a new course record, in 
1972). Both horses spent the entire 1974 sea¬ 
son as walking wounded, neither racing 
from the fall of 1973 until April of this year. 
Jacko made his first start in seventeen 
months at the Elkridge-Harford meeting, 
where he fell, then went on to win the R. K. 
Mellon Memorial and finish fourth in the 
Maryland Grand National before his Hunt 
Cup triumph. 

Chrisaway came back to the races with a 
win on the flat at Southern Pines (N.C.) on 
the same day as Jacko's Radnor victory. (The 
net result was not as good, however, as his 
number was taken down for interference.) 
The seven-year-old *Herbager gelding fol¬ 
lowed that with a win in his first start over 


jumps, a maiden steeplechase at the Tan- 
glewood meeting in North Carolina, and 
made it two straight with an allowance win 
on Gold Cup day at Warrenton (Va.). 

Chrisaway may have benefited in this race 
by the efforts of his stablemate, Tarratine, as 
that one, under rider A1 Quanbeck, led 
through most of the early going while Jerry 
Fishback rated the winner somewhat off the 
quick early pace. Castlebar II, the high- 
weight in the race at 155 pounds (4 more than 
Chrisaway), raced prominently before fall¬ 
ing near the end of it, and Chrisaway went to 
the lead at the next-to-last fence, passing 
Tarratine and drawing out to a safe margin 
while being eased in the last sixteenth. It 
appeared for a moment that Fishback might 
have let up too soon, as Powhatan's Afilador 
made a strong move in the run-in and missed 
catching Chrisaway by only a neck. Tarratine 
hung on to be third. 

"He won this one on class more than any¬ 
thing else," Fishback said later. "He really 
didn't jump as well as he has in other races. 
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but it didn't seem to bother him or take a lot 
out of him. He'd come right back running 
after one of those bad jumps and make it up 
between fences." 

Jacko was first away from the line in the 
Foxcatcher, and went over the first fence 
alone, but put in a proppy-looking jump 
there, prompting one observer (a timber vet¬ 
eran) to say "Oh, oh! He's looking for that 
big Hunt Cup timber." Old maxims die hard. 

It soon developed into a Chilean-bred Old 
Home Week on the front end, as Jones and 
Jacko were joined by Paddy Neilson on 
Ralph Lynch's Barros Negros and Charlie 
Fenwick riding Col. Paul Wimert's Minaccia, 
all three mounts being Chilean compatriots. 

That was pretty much the story of the first 
three miles, as those three raced lapped-on, 
with first one and then another holding leads 
of a fraction of a length. 

"I felt as if my horse was rating steadily," 
said Jones, a real estate broker from West 
Grove (Pa.), "but the lead would change a bit 


depending on who had the best fence each 
time. Toward the end I was picking up a little 
at each jump, because I had three good ones 
in a row — the last three — and that put us 
into the homestretch with a little bit of a lead. 
It was close, but that's when I stopped wor¬ 
rying — I've never known him to lose a close 
one. That's when he'll dig in and show his 
class." 

In other steeplechases. Gene Weymouth 
saddled his wife Betty's Arnold W. for a driv¬ 
ing win in the 2V8-mile Easton Steeplechase, 
while trainer Paul Fout sent out Dirham, 
another of Chrisaway's stablemates, to cap¬ 
ture the l 3 /4-mile Rosemont. 

In the feature race of Wednesday's card, 
Augustin Stables' Cold Iron, a Maryland- 
bred son of Bold Commander, won over 
Sally Brittle's Pundanui and Powhatan's 
Casamayor. Paddy Neilson rode John Latta's 
Liquid Consolation, capturing the Kelso 
Steeplechase (3 miles over timber) with Tur¬ 
ney McKnight on Gun Mount second and 
Stormin Norman and Warry Gillet third. □

Restless Native Still Tops 

Restless Native, leader among all Mary¬ 
land stallions for the 1974 season, continued 
to top the state's general sire list for the first 
four months of 1975. According to statistics 
compiled by the Daily Racing Form , the 
15-year-old stallion is sixth nationally, being 
headed only by Damascus, Graustark, What 
a Pleasure, T. V. Lark and *Herbager. 

Owned by Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt, 
Restless Native is by Native Dancer out of 
Next Move by Bull Lea. He made only three 
starts, winning two. 

Restless Native's biggest money-winner is 
that two-time champion Maryland-bred race 
mare Twixt, owned in partnership by Mrs. 
John M. Franklin and Mr. and Mrs. John B. 
Merryman. Twixt has won 18 stakes and 
nearly $600,000. 

Bold Favorite's First Winner 

Bold Favorite's first winner from his first 
crop of foals was Ploop who captured a 
Maryland Fund race for 2-year-old maiden 
Maryland-breds at Pimlico on May 15. Win¬ 
ning by eight lengths in the excellent time of 
59 3 /s, Ploop gave every indication of becom¬ 
ing one of the year's better Maryland-bred 
juveniles. 

Ploop was bred by Norman P. Bate and 
was sold in the 1974 Eastern Fall Sales to Del

Winner of the John B. Campbell Handicap 
and over $193,000, Juvenile John was by As¬ 
semblyman out of Sellman Miss by Royal 
Note. He raced in the colors of Marylander 
John Hersberger. 
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Kitty Jenkins Appointed MFH 

Mrs. Charles F. Jenkins has been ap¬ 
pointed joint-Master of the Green Spring 
Valley Hounds for the 1975-1976 season. 
Mrs. Jenkins will share her duties with in¬ 
cumbent Master Mrs. Richard N. Jackson, Jr. 

A lifelong foxhunter, Mrs. Jenkins is a 
daughter of Janon Fisher, Jr., who was him¬ 
self the Green Spring's Master, accepting 
that position for the first time in 1922. 

A resident of Glyndon, Kitty Jenkins is 
well remembered by Marylanders for her 
development of Mountain Dew, a horse 
which she personally hunted. Later turned 
over to her brother, Janon Fisher III to ride in 
timber races. Mountain Dew went on to cap¬ 
ture three renewals of the Hunt Cup.

Obituaries 


Dr. George M. Palmer 

Dr. George M. Palmer, a Maryland vet¬ 
erinarian, died last month following a six- 
year illness. The 52-year-old Laurel prac¬ 
titioner had sold his practice to his long-time 
partner in 1972. 

Interviewed three years ago. Dr. Palmer at 
that time said: "I didn't retire out of choice. 
My health forced me into it. My partner (Dr. 
Ralph L. Yergey) was afraid I was going to 
get hurt by a horse sooner or later. And I 
could see that my condition (Dr. Palmer was 
at that time using a cane and a leg-brace) was 
hurting our business. And to tell you the 
truth when old customers started getting 
somebody else to do their work, my feelings 
were getting hurt, too." 

Dr. Palmer had come on the race tracks at 
age 13, working for his father, George R.

Palmer, who was at that time head starter at 
several Eastern tracks. He continued to work 
in the gate during summer vacations until 
graduating from the University of 
Pennsylvania's veterinary college. 

During World War II Dr. Palmer served as 
a first lieutenant in the 511th Parachute In¬ 
fantry of the 11th Airborne Division. It was 
while in the Army that he met his wife, Jean, 
in California. Mrs. Palmer, who was then a 
nurse, was born in Montana where she had 
been raised on a ranch. 

In addition to his widow. Dr. Palmer is 
survived by three sons and two daughters. 

The George M. Palmer Memorial Scholar¬ 
ship Fund has been established at the re¬ 
quest of his family. Contributions may be 
sent to Dr. Robert C. Hammond, Symons 
Hall, University of Maryland, College Park, 
Maryland 20742. A final decision on the 
method of distribution of the fund will be 
made at a later date. 

Elbert L. Parrish 

Elbert L. Parrish, a resident of Richmond 
(Va.) who bred his horses in Maryland, died 
last month after an illness of several months. 
The 51-year-old construction firm owner had 
six horses in training with Shirley Payne in 
Maryland at the time of his death. He quar¬ 
tered his only broodmare at Payne's Need- 
more Farm in Howard county. One of Mr. 
Parrish's horses, Boston Ego, was a winner 
at Pimlico on the day that he died in a Rich¬ 
mond hospital. 
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John Merryman Franklin 

Maj. Gen. John Merryman Franklin, a 
member of one of Maryland's oldest families 
and owner of the Baltimore county farm 
Hayfields, died early this month following a 
stroke. General Franklin was 79 years old. 

A member of the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association and the Green Spring Valley 
Hunt Club, General Franklin also had the 
pleasure of seeing Maryland's all-time 
champion race mare Twixt perform in his 
wife's colors. Mrs. Franklin is 50 per cent 
owner of the $571,000 winner. 

Decorated in both World Wars I and II, 
General Franklin was chairman emeritus of 
the United States Lines ship firm at the time 
of his death. He had retired as chairman of 
the firm in 1967. 

During World War I General Franklin 
served as a captain in the Tank Corps and 
was awarded the British Military Cross. In 
World War II he was commissioned a colonel 
and rose to the rank of major general as head 
of the water division of the Transport Corps 
of the Army Service Forces. 


He was awarded the Distinguished Ser¬ 
vice Medal for his services in World War II. 

General Franklin held office in a number of 
firms related to the United States Lines and 
was also a director of the Laurel race course. 

Born at Hayfields (which had been in his 
mother's family since the 1700's), he pur¬ 
chased the farm in 1939. In addition to cattle, 
he maintained a stable of hunters up until 
recent years. 


Katy Voss Joins ATA 

Katy Voss, trainer of the all-time cham¬ 
pion Maryland-bred race mare Twixt, be¬ 
came the fourth woman to be elected to 
membership in the American Trainers As¬ 
sociation last month. Other women mem¬ 
bers include Sally Bailie, Barbara Brown and 
Wilma Kennedy. 

Mrs. Voss's election occurred during the 
ATA's luncheon meeting held at Pimlico two 
days before the Preakness. Twenty-one 
members were present, including the as¬ 
sociation's president, MacKenzie T. Miller.

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Hop Hop Colt Yearling 
Show Grand Champion 



A Hop Hop colt owned and bred by a 
Laurel (Md.) obstetrician captured the grand 
championship of the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association's 41st annual yearling show 
held last month at Timonium. 

The bay colt was foaled February 17 at Dr. 
Charles I. Warfield's 25-acre Spring Lake 
farm. Already named, the colt is registered 
as "Suleymaniye" which, according to his 
owner-breeder, means Suleyman the Mag¬ 
nificent. 

Suleymaniye is out of the Needles mare 
Sharp Needle who has produced two win¬ 
ners (Stitchintime, $16,602, and Spring Hop, 
$36,068, through December 31, 1974) from 
four foals of racing age. 

Woody Stephens, trainer of 1974 Ken¬ 
tucky Derby winner Cannonade, served as 
judge for the four-class exhibition and re¬ 
marked after the show that he had a great 
deal of trouble separating the grand cham¬ 
pion and the reserve champion. 

Reserve honors went to a Rollicking filly 
owned and bred by Dr. John D. Gadd, of 
Cockeysville, Md. The bay filly was foaled 
March 21 and is out of the *Elysium II mare 
Tobadare. 

Ralph Retler, who served as the show's 
committee chairman, reported that the per¬ 
centage of scratches (27 per cent) was the 
lowest in the 41-year history of the annual 
May event. Of the 114 yearlings entered, 
only 31 failed to put in an appearance. 

The number of contestants (83) was the 
third highest on record, being exceeded only 
in 1965 (103) and 1973 (92). 


The grand champion's sire. Hop Hop, has 
been standing at stud at Dr. Warfield's small 
farm since 1968. A stakes winner of $61,000, 
Hop Hop is by Chop Chop out of *Tularia by 
*Tulyar. He stands for a live foal fee of 
$ 1 , 000 . 

On hand to present the grand champion¬ 
ship trophy which had been donated by E. P. 
Taylor was Joe Thomas who is manager of all 
of Mr. Taylor's Thoroughbred holdings. In 
making the award to Dr. Warfield, Thomas 
noted that Mr. Taylor was the breeder of Hop 
Hop who was foaled in Canada in 1960. 

In addition to his several trophies. Dr. 
Warfield also won $300 in cash for the grand 
championship and $250 for winning Class 1. 
Dr. Gadd also did well financially, his Rol¬ 
licking filly gaining a $200 award for the re¬ 
serve championship and $250 as the winner 
of Class 3. 

The reserve championship trophy was 
presented by Ann Matthews on behalf of 
Stamm, Inc. Mrs. Matthews is a daughter of 
Sidney Waite, the firm's general manager. 

By winning the championship, Dr. War- 
field gained one leg on the Blarney Challenge 
trophy which was put up for competition by 
Rigan McKinney in 1961. The trophy must be 
won by the same exhibitor three times in 
order to gain permanent possession. Previ¬ 
ous winners include Harry A. Love (twice), 
Stuart S. Janney, Jr., Dr. Gadd, Elry M. 
Groves, Augustus Riggs IV, Mrs. Bayard 
Sharp, Alfred G. Vanderbilt, Raleigh 
Burroughs-Thomas Blunt, Michael Ford, 
Mrs. Helen L. Jennings, Fendall M. Clagett, 
Mr. and Mrs. Cary W. Jackson and Dr. and 
Mrs. William H. Wright. 
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The largest class in the show was Class 1 
which was captured by the eventual grand 
champion. Restricted to colts and geldings 
foaled in Maryland, the produce of mares 
covered in Maryland the previous year, the 
class was split into two divisions when 37 
entries arrived for the competition. 

Dr. Warfield's colt was one of seven to 
survive Mr. Stephens' cuts in the second di¬ 
vision. Those seven were then exhibited 
along with the six survivors from the first 
division. Awarded second ribbon was Dr. 
Gadd's April 19 dark bay or brown colt by 
Bold Monarch out of Hail Bolero by Hail to 
All. 

Nine competed in Class 2 which was re¬ 
stricted to Maryland-foaled colts and geld¬ 
ings sired by stallions standing outside the 
state of Maryland. 
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The winner was a Hill Rise — Irish Rule 
bay colt owned and bred by James B. 
Watriss, of Cockeysville, Md. Foaled May 1, 
the colt was awarded the blue ribbon over 
Dr. Gadd's bay colt (April 4) by Peace Corps 
out of Never Refuse. 

Class 3 was the show's second largest class 
with 31 fillies competing. This class was lim¬ 
ited to fillies foaled and sired in Maryland. 

Dr. Gadd took both the blue and red rib¬ 
bons in this class. His winner was the Rollick¬ 
ing filly who went on to become the show's 
reserve champion. In second place came his 
Bold Monarch — Fort Queen filly, a foal of 
April 29. 

The smallest class was Class 4 in which 
only six fillies sired by out of state stallions 
competed. The winner was a dark bay or 
brown filly sired by Naskra out of Ruin by 
Sunrise County. Owned and bred by Harry 
A. Love, the filly was a foal of March 7. 

Runner-up to the Love filly was David 
Hayden's chestnut filly (May 13) by 
*Molendero out of Sweet Paula by Tuscany. 

Although the weather was threatening

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Desperate 

Drama

My 20-year-old broodmare Inspiration- 
ally produced her tenth foal one Wednesday 
evening last month. Everything was fine on 
Thursday and Friday. On Saturday morning 
Larking Hill's farm manager found the foal 
down in a paddock "limp as a dish rag." 

Boyd Ingram, who has managed Fendall 
Clagett's Larking Hill Farm for 20 years, car¬ 
ried the foal to her stall."In about 15 minutes 
the foal got to her feet," recalls Boyd. "I kept 
watching her. In a little while she nursed the 
mare. Almost immediately, she started 
trembling and in a few minutes was down in 
the stall, limp as a dish rag." 

It was then that Boyd put in a call to Lark¬ 
ing Hill's veterinarian. "His office said he'd 
be here at the farm by 1 o'clock in the after¬ 
noon," recalls Ingram. "I hadn't had an Rh 
foal in years, but I remembered the symp¬ 
toms. My guess was that the foal was react¬ 
ing to the mare's milk. So I took the mare 
away from the foal. Put her in the next stall. 
There was a window between the stalls. The 
mare wasn't too upset as long as she could 
look through the window and see her foal." 

Since I live an hour's drive from Larking 
Hill (and also because I had other things 
planned for Saturday afternoon), I didn't re¬ 
ally get into the act until nearly 6 o'clock that 
evening. 


"Hi," said Boyd, when I answered the 
telephone. "You know that vet hasn't gotten 
here yet? I keep calling his office and they 
keep saying he's on his way. He's been on 
his way since 1 o'clock." 

Admittedly, Larking Hill Farm is not lo¬ 
cated in the thickest of Maryland's horse 
country. But on the other hand, it's not 
Siberia, either. 


I was dismayed by Boyd's report. I told 
him to sit tight while I got on the telephone 
and called some vets that I knew I could rely 
on. 


My first call was to Dr. John D. Gadd. He 
was incredulous. "That man," he said, 
"should be reported to the veterinary associ¬ 
ation. There's no excuse. All he had to say 
was that he couldn't make it, and you could 
have gotten somebody else. Here it's been 
eight hours since the foal got sick, and all 
he's done is promised Boyd he was coming. 
Snowden, I'd go down there myself right 
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now, but I've got two mares here that I'm 
watching. Really, I just can't make it." 

My second call was to Dr. Roger Scullin. 
He was equally indignant about the failure of 
the Anne Arundel county veterinarian to re¬ 
spond to Ingram's pleas for help. 

"Where is the farm?" asked Scullin. I told 
him it was eight miles south of Annapolis. 
For the Damascus vet, it meant an hour and 
fifteen minutes on the road. But he indicated 
no hesitation. "This," he said, "is an 
emergency. I'll be on my way in ten min¬ 
utes." 

By the time my 18-year-old son George 
and I arrived at Larking Hill, the sun had 
almost set. Dr. Scullin was already there. 
Lights were on in the stalls and the filly was 
stretched out, gasping audibly for breath. 

Said Scullin: "Her heartbeat is so fast, I 
can't even take a reading on it. Her tempera¬ 
ture is 104. Her blood is as thin as water. 
There's hardly any color to it. Look at her 
gums. No color at all. We've got to get some 
blood into her." 

Then the search began for a compatible 
donor. 

The first horse tested was the farm's 
teaser. "Absolutely no chance with this 
one," said Scullin as he studied the blood 
sample through his microscope. Out went 
Ingram for some more horses to test. The 
blood from three mares was rejected before a 
passable sample came under the microscope. 
That was the blood taken from Run Fool 
Run, sire of the good 3-year-old King of 
Fools. 

"It'll do," said Scullin, "but it's not a per¬ 
fect match. I'd rather try some more horses." 

Three more samples were drawn — and 
finally the perfect match. Amazingly, it was 
from Principia, dam of King of Fools. 

All of us seemed to get satisfaction that the 
blood for the ailing filly would come from 
Larking Hill's best broodmare with the good 
young stallion Run Fool Run standing in the 
wings as the back-up donor. "She'll be a 
runner now," said a confident Ingram. "Just 
wait until she gets that blood in her system." 

The transfusion took a long time and was 
messy work. Dr. Scullin and I both became 
spattered in red splotches as the hours wore 
on. 


Once the transfusion was completed, the 
results were dramatic. We were all sitting in 
the stall, our backs against the wall when the 
filly got to her feet entirely on her own and 
started to head for the open door — no doubt 
with a thought to rejoining her mother. 

We smiled at her with heartfelt compas¬ 
sion. She looked like a drunken fighter. Her 
head was low, her eyes glazed. She didn't 
look up. Her eyes stared instead at the sill of 
the door as she walked stiffly towards it. 
Ever so gently, Boyd stopped her at the 
doorway, picked her up and laid her back in 
the straw. 

"You know," he said, "my son came home 
tonight. Haven't seen him in two years." 

We sympathized with Boyd. By rights, he 
should be home with his family. Not sitting 
in a stall with a sick foal. 

Dr. Scullin called his wife to inquire where 
we might locate some Foal-Lac. His wife told 
him that one of their own horses had been 
kicked in a pasture field and might have a 
broken shoulder. 

"I won't be here much longer," he replied. 
"No more than another hour." 

It was 10 o'clock when a small, travel-type 
camping vehicle pulled up beside the barn. 

"Is that the other vet?" asked Scullin. 

"No," replied Boyd, "that's my son and 
my family. They've come over to visit with 
me." The visit lasted only 15 minutes and, 
being busy, I gave Boyd's family no more 
than a passing glance. 

Again we were back to our original group 
— Dr. Scullin; Ingram; Ingram's helper, 
Murphy (Bill) Jones; my son George and my¬ 
self. 

Dr. Scullin listened with his stethoscope 
and was delighted with the filly's heartbeat. 
"She's responding beautifully," he said. 
"And look at her breathing. She's not gasp¬ 
ing any more." 

We gave her a bottle of Similac. She stood 
on her own feet and sucked ravenously. 

"You know," said Dr. Scullin, we've got to 
move this filly to another farm. She's going 
to need a lot of veterinary attention. Probably 
another blood transfusion tomorrow. But 
we've got to get her someplace where we 
won't have trouble finding a donor." 
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He thought for a few minutes, then said: 
"Do you know that there's one sure donor 
for this filly that we won't even have to 
blood-type? That's her sire. How far is it to 
where her sire is standing?" 

The sire happened to be Aristocratic. He 
stands at Dr. Donald Merryman's farm so far 
north of Larking Hill that a piece of the prop¬ 
erty actually lies in Pennsylvania. Dr. Mer- 
ryman is a veterinarian. "The perfect place," 
said Scullin. 

"How about it, Boyd?" I asked. "Will you 
drive the van—" 

It was 11:15. Boyd groaned. "If I gotta, I 
gotta," he said. 

I tried to telephone Dr. Merryman. No 
answer. 

I called my wife. Told her we were loading 
Inspirationally and her foal on the Larking 
Hill van and that we were setting out im¬ 
mediately for Dr. Merryman's farm. "Keep 
calling him at 15-minute intervals," I re¬ 
quested. "Tell him we'll be there two and a 
half hours from now." 

George was elected to ride in the back with 
the mare and foal. "Don't let that foal have 
even a taste of the mare's milk," cautioned 
Dr. Scullin. "If she nurses at all, you'll have a 
dead foal by the time you get there. Try to 
keep her down. Use your strength on her. 
Keep her off her feet." 

Boyd was alone in the front seat. I drove 
my own car, leading the way to a remote 
section of Harford county. Dr. Scullin bid us 
goodbye, and wished us luck. "I feel like 
we've got a real good chance with this foal," 
he told me by way of parting. 

Off we set on the long drive to Cherbry- 
Maurlyn Farm. It was hot, humid and a little 
bit misty when we set out. 

As we passed the house in which Boyd 
Ingram lives, I noticed a young man standing 
beside the road. There was a stop sign there. 
The young man didn't look at my car but 
walked a few steps towards the van that was 
following. The van stopped at the intersec¬ 
tion quite normally, and I thought no more 
about the young man. 


By the time I reached the Baltimore belt- 
way the mist had turned to a driving rain. My 
windshield wipers were on at top speed. 
Rain was wetting me from the passenger's 
window, but I had trouble winding it up. 
Traffic was heavy, my seat belt had me 
pinned in place and I couldn't reach the win¬ 
dow handle. Finally during a momentary 
break in the Beltway traffic, I undid the seat 
belt, letting the buzzer scream while I edged 
myself to the right and put up the window — 
one hand on the wheel at 65 miles an hour. 

Although I felt I was driving faster than 
usual, Boyd passed me on the Beltway with 
the Larking Hill van. As soon as I shook loose 
from traffic, I repassed him with a toot of the 
horn. 

Finally we came to the small-road part of 
the trip. It was along those roads that we ran 
into fog. When the fog lifted another down¬ 
pour of rain struck us. It seemed that we 
would be on the road forever. 

When I made the last turn into Dr. 
Merryman's driveway it was close to 2 A.M. 
The lights shining from his barn were the 
most welcome I had ever seen. Obviously, 
my wife had gotten through to him. He was 
expecting us. 

I pulled up beside the barn and there he 
stood in the rain. A friendly wave. A raincoat 
over his vet coveralls. Beside him stood an 
assistant. 

We unloaded quickly and with no prob¬ 
lems. The filly was able to walk with Boyd's 
assistance. 

George said he had had a rough trip. "I 
didn't know sick three-day-old foals could 
fight so hard," he complained. "She broke 
the strap on my wrist watch, scratched my 
arm and kicked me in the head." Everyone, 
including George, laughed. 

In the rain and confusion of unloading, 
another man appeared out of nowhere. I 
took him for a second assistant to Dr. Mer¬ 
ryman. 

We put Inspirationally in a stall opposite 
Aristocratic and the filly in the stall next to 
hers. 

"I'll need gas to get this van home," said 
Ingram to the veterinarian. 

"No problem," replied Dr. Merryman. 
"We've got a gas pump." 
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As soon as the horses were settled, we 
helped Boyd fill up the van. He was in a 
hurry, declining a cup of coffee. 

Then, just as the van was ready to head out 
of the driveway, the young man I had 
thought was Dr. Merryman's No. 2 assistant 
got into the front seat beside Mr. Ingram. 

"Who in the hell was that?" I asked as the 
van went down the road. 

Nobody knew. Then I knew. It was, of 
course, Boyd's son. It was he who had been 
there at that intersection looking like a hitch¬ 
hiker. And when Boyd had stopped for the 
crossing, he had climbed into the cab beside 
his father. Not even my son George knew 
what had happened. "I thought Mr. Ingram 
was alone up there/'said George. "And all 
the time his son was with him." 

At noon the next day Dr. Merryman called 
me with a good report. He had transfused 
the filly with Aristocratic's blood at 10 A.M. 
She was responding well. "I can't say for 
sure that we're out of the woods," he said, 
"but it looks awfully good. By this time to¬ 
morrow, we'll know for sure." 

Four hours later Dr. Merryman called me 
back. 

The filly had died. "I went in to feed her at 
3 o'clock," he said, "and she was stretched 
out dead." □ 


Isohemolytic Icterus 

In his "Veterinary Notebook" Dr. 
William R. McGee devotes five pages to 
isohemolytic icterus which Dr. Roger 
Scullin diagnosed as the ailment affect¬ 
ing the Aristocratic — Inspirationally 
foal described in the accompanying 
story. 

Excerpts from Dr. McGee's book fol¬ 
low: "Isohemolytic jaundice develops 
in an eight to 24-hour foal after the 
mare has become sensitized against the 
foal's red blood cell type. This incom¬ 
patibility stimulates in the blood and 
milk of the mare the production of an¬ 
tibodies which are capable of causing 
the agglutination and destruction of 
red cells in the foal's blood. These an¬ 
tibodies are present in the milk of the 
mare for 12 to 48 hours immediately 
following birth of the foal. The disease 
is fatal in a short time and must be rec¬ 
ognized early if treatment is to be 
started soon enough. 

"Usually a jaundiced foal will appear 
normal at birth. The first symptom to be 
noticed usually is a weakness which 
develops rapidly. . . . The mucous 
membranes of the eye and mouth are 
very pale, almost bluish-white. The 
pulse becomes weak and rapid, and the 
foal becomes limp. A foal may develop 
the condition and even die from it be¬ 
fore the icterus symptoms become rec¬ 
ognizable. 

". . . In the case of a mare which un¬ 
expectedly produces a jaundiced foal 
(editor's note: Inspirationally had pro¬ 
duced nine earlier foals, none of them 
jaundiced) it is necessary to correct the 
condition promptly if the foal is to sur¬ 
vive. Treatment consists of blood trans¬ 
fusions for mild cases and blood re¬ 
placement transfusions for more acute 
cases. . . . Blood used for the operation 
must first be cross-matched with the 
blood of the foal, or the foal's sire, to 
insure compatibility of the two. All this 
takes time, hence the urgency in get¬ 
ting started. ..." 
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Lecture IX: Rhinopneumonitis

Respiratory diseases in sucklings and 
weanlings and virus abortion are a major 
problem in horse breeding. There are several 
different viruses, each producing its own 
specific disease with respiratory distress. 
From a clinical standpoint, they look alike 
and require virus isolation in the laboratory 
to identify which virus is producing the dis¬ 
ease. There is vaccine for only two of these 
viruses — influenza and rhinopneumonitis. 
There is no vaccine available for the other 
viruses at this time. The influenza vaccine is 
a good vaccine and protects the horses 
against the two strains of influenza virus 
present in this country. Of course, since in¬ 
fluenza virus can change in nature there is 
always the possibility of a new strain of in¬ 
fluenza developing and the present vaccine 
may not give protection against a new one. 

Rhinopneumonitis is a mild disease in 
horses over one year of age but a severe 


atypical pneumonia in sucklings and wean¬ 
lings. It is highly lethal for the unborn foal 
with abortion occurring or death during the 
first day or so of life. Rhinopneumonitis is a 
common respiratory disease on breeding 
farms and'occurs world wide. The larger the 
horse population and the more traffic of 
horses into and out of the farm the more 
severe the problem. There are two vaccines 
used for immunizing against this disease but 
neither produces an immunity that lasts for 
more than a few months at best. Horses re¬ 
covering from the actual disease don't have a 
long-lasting immunity. Horses can have the 
disease again and again but each attack is 
usually milder and may go unnoticed by the 
owner. But they can spread the virus to other 
horses or foals that are susceptible. 

This virus was first recognized as causing 
abortion in mares over 40 years ago. At that 
time 88-100 per cent of the mares infected 
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with the virus aborted their foals. Since then 
our horse population has acquired some 
immunity and the percentage of mares abort¬ 
ing has become much less. We should keep 
in mind that every unborn foal has no im¬ 
munity to the disease and if the virus reaches 
it, death and abortion occur. However, if the 
mother has some immunity she may over¬ 
come the virus before it can cross the placen¬ 
tal barrier to infect the foal and cause death 
and abortion. This is the purpose of vaccina¬ 
tion for virus abortion. 

"Planned Infection " 

The first vaccine produced in Kentucky 
was made by weakening the virus by 50 to 60 
passages through a hamster, a little mouse¬ 
sized rodent used in laboratory work. The 
virus was still living ... a living virus but 
changed so it didn't cause abortion. When 
used for vaccination the virus could spread 
from the animals vaccinated and required all 
horses on the farm to be vaccinated at the 
same time with no movement of animals for 
three weeks after vaccination. It was called 
"planned infection" and not vaccination be¬ 
cause it produced the disease.

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Rhinopneumonitis continued 


Two years ago Norden Laboratories pro¬ 
duced a new type of live virus vaccine that 
didn't spread from the animal vaccinated. It 
didn't require every horse on the farm to be 
vaccinated with isolation for three weeks. It 
was tried in the field for one year with good 
results before it was marketed for general use 
in the U.S.A. It was developed entirely for 
virus abortion and colds on the race track. 
However, this vaccine wasn't tested for its 
protection of sucklings and weanlings 
against pneumonia. 

In Maryland and other major horse breed¬ 
ing states, horse breeders have a serious 
pneumonia problem in foals and weanlings. 
Most of this is caused by the rhino¬ 
pneumonitis virus. The disease produces an 
atypical pneumonia with the lungs filling 
with fluid between the air sacs and alveoli. 
This fluid can't be coughed up and the pres¬ 
sure collapses the air sac causing distress in 
breathing. Sick foals often have to be con¬ 
fined to their stalls because they can't get 


enough oxygen to live if given normal exer¬ 
cise. The disease runs a course of one to four 
weeks and relapses are frequent and recov¬ 
ery slow. Deaths from other complications 
do occur. 

In Maryland the disease usually appears 
following the hot and humid weather of late 
spring. We assume such weather may be a 
stress factor combined with the fact the older 
foals have lost any protection they got from 
the colostrum. Once the number of suscepti¬ 
ble foals increases the disease appears. The 
more sick foals on the farm, the heavier the 
exposure of the other foals. This can be 
heavy enough to overwhelm any resistance 
foals may have. 

No one knows how much permanent 
damage is done to the lungs of foals seriously 
ill, or how it may affect the horse when he 
reaches the race track. 

Last year we tried this new vaccine on two 
farms which had had a serious problem in 
past years. One farm had two new cases 
when the vaccination was started. We took 
blood samples before and after vaccination to 
measure how much immunity each had and

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how much this was increased following vac¬ 
cination. 

These tests didn't show that we had much 
response from vaccination, yet no new cases 
appeared on the farm. This was in contrast to 
the record of the year before when most of 
the foals were sick. These foals remained 
well until Janurary when a new snotty-nosed 
yearling from Florida was added. This trig¬ 
gered an outbreak in which three were seri¬ 
ously ill and all had some mild respiratory 
problems. The virus of rhinopneumonitis 
was isolated from those sick so we are certain 
as to the type of virus causing the problem. 

As stated earlier there are several viruses 
that cause respiratory diseases in horses. We 
have discussed two for which there is a vac¬ 
cine — influenza and rhinopneumonitis. We 
have others which cause serious problems in 
foals. One of these is an adenovirus. 

Adenovirus was reported last year as caus¬ 
ing a lethal respiratory disease in Arabian 
foals. These sick foals look like the rhino¬ 
pneumonitis atypical pneumonia. We had 
one such case on one farm in Maryland. This 
foal was sick three months. It would eat

some but not enough so growth was re¬ 
tarded. The hair coat was rough and there 
was a nasal discharge. This foal was on anti¬ 
biotics the entire time, finally it started to 
improve and as a yearling was small. On 
another farm a foal died with atypical 
pneumonia. This foal also had an adenovirus 
type pneumonia.

In addition to the adenovirus there is a 
rhinovirus causing the common cold we 
often see in horses with coughing and nasal 
discharge. 

Summary 

Rhinopneumonitis, caused by a herpes¬ 
virus, is widespread and highly contagious. 

It produces respiratory disease of horses of 
all ages and accidentally causes abortion if it 
enters the fetus. Having the disease doesn't 
confer permanent immunity so vaccines are 
not effective for more than a few months. 
Rhinopneumonitis is a mild disease of ma¬ 
ture horses but a severe disease of sucklings 
and weanlings and causes death to the fetus 
infected followed by abortion. Abortion from 
virus is usually caused by the herpesvirus of 
rhinopneumonitis but it also can occur from 
viral arteritis and influenza. Rhino¬ 
pneumonitis is the usual cause of primary 
atypical pneumonia in foals but now we 
learn there is another virus also present in 
some cases. This is the adenovirus for which 
there is no vaccine or specific treatment. 

The new rhinoimmune vaccine appears 
promising as a prevention of pneumonia;

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however, time and more experience are 
needed, with some culturing of the sick to be 
certain of its value. 

Questions and Answers 

Q. How young can foals be vaccinated 
with the new rhinoimmune vaccine? 

A. If the foal gets colostrum from an im¬ 
mune dam it will be protected for two 
months and if vaccinated earlier the vaccine 
would not have any effect. However, if the 
dam was not immune when the foal arrived 
she would not have any protection for 
rhinopneumonitis in her colostrum so the 
foal could be vaccinated much younger than 
two months. We have used the vaccine on 
day-old foals with no signs of illness from the 
vaccine. If you have an outbreak on the farm 
you could vaccinate when the foal arrives 
and repeat vaccination again every two 
months. If you have only a few horses and no 
prior history of atypical pneumonia in suck¬ 
lings vaccination may not be necessary until 
near weaning age. 

Q. Can the virus be spread by a person 
taking care of several horses if one is sick? 


A. Yes — especially in the case of an abor¬ 
tion or obviously sick horse. Spread can also 
occur from the subclinical case not known to 
be sick. In rhinopneumonitis we have horses 
which may be carriers of the virus. This is 
what creates a problem for breeding farms 
that have a lot of traffic of horses going to and 
returning from the race tracks. On most 
farms isolation of new arrivals for 21 days is 
impossible and more disease problems must 
be expected. □

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Bus's Tackroom

The late Bus Taylor was a Maryland trainer 
who derived extraordinary enjoyment from telling 
tales about life on the backstretch. Here , the tack¬ 
room philosopher reconciles religion with race¬ 
track shenanigans , confident that the Lord never 
intended one to replace the other. 


The only thing more unpredictable than 
the horses is a horseman who gets religion. 
Used to be I didn't mind cutting a corner or 
two in the name of business or hunger, but it 
was always closer to greed or larceny. Noth¬ 
ing cures a man of that sort of thing faster 
than a good scare. 

Back in the early 40's, I moved a mare up 
before a race with an "undetectable sub¬ 
stance," and she won. It was stupid to mess 
around like that because she would have 
won on her own anyway. Afterwards I 
found out that the urine specimens were 
being sent to a lab for veterinary students to 
test for various drugs. The stuff I injected 
was undetectable only because the tracks 
hadn't started to look for it. If a kid would 
stumble on the right test. I'd lose my license 
and my livelihood. Things look a whole lot 
different once you consider them in light of 
the possibility of getting caught. 

I can remember going into St. Patrick's 
Church in Kennett Square. It was dark and 
still with the little red sanctuary lamp glow¬ 
ing at the main altar. A few vigil lights flick¬ 
ered at either side of the altar, and I walked 
toward those at the left. Usually a church on 
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a week day is a peaceful place, but when 
your conscience gnaws at your insides, it 
doesn't much matter where you go. 

The eyes of the saints in the stained glass 
windows followed me up the aisle. There's 
one that shows St. Patrick pointing at some 
snakes and looking mean enough to scare 
the hide off a boa constrictor. I half expected 
him to step down and give me the same 
message he had for the snakes. 

Before the statue of Mary, I knelt and lit a 
candle. The other lights undoubtedly sig¬ 
nified prayers of anxious relatives who had 
boys overseas in the war. My problem 
seemed small and unworthy, especially 
since it was self-inflicted. Then I vowed that 
if I escaped the wrath of God and the Racing 
Commission this once. I'd never again mon¬ 
key around with anything illegal on the 
racetrack. 

God answered my prayers, and I kept my 
promise. 

Only I figured the vow didn't cover hunt 
meets. 

Everybody did a fair amount of conniving 
there, but the Lord knows it was more fun 
than profit. The horses weren't tested after a 
race; so if you weren't caught administering 
the stuff, you weren't caught at all. Mostly it 
was the thrill of doing something illegal. 
We'd duck into the bushes and slip a horse a 
couple of cc's here or there and then bet a 
walloping ten dollars. You'd be afraid to bet 
more because most of the others were hop¬ 
ped, too. 

So it wasn't a case of making a killing; it 
was just grown men — some of them rich — 
acting like boys. Money can't buy that kind 
of enjoyment, and religion can't replace it. □

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Bruce Davidson Stars 
At Middletown Trials

In a warmup battle for positions on the 
USA's Three-Day Team, Olympic veterans 
faced more than a score of promising young 
riders at Middletown, Del., last month in the 
USCTA's first of two official selection trials. 

Thirty-eight entries competed in the Open 
Intermediate Division, and it was world 
champion Bruce Davidson who performed 


best by capturing both first and second posi¬ 
tions against such riders as Beth Perkins, 
Lornie Forbes, Caroline Treviranus, Tad Cof¬ 
fin, Mike Plumb, Jim Wofford and Kevin 
Freeman. 

The goal for all of these three-day event 
riders is the Pan American Games which will 
be held in Mexico this October. Rules for the 
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Middletown continued 


selection of the USA's team state that candi¬ 
dates must compete in the Open Inter¬ 
mediate Division in one of the two official 
selection trials in addition to riding in the 
Advanced Division at the Ledyard Farm Tri¬ 
als to be held in Massachusetts, June 26-30. 

But no matter what the rules, there can be 
no doubt that Bruce Davidson will make the 
team. 

Winner last year of the individual gold 
medal while helping the USA capture the 
team championship in the World 
Championships at Burghley, Bruce had an 
absolutely remarkable day at Middletown 
last month. 

Riding his wife's Paddy, Davidson took a 
commanding lead in the dressage and had 
no trouble in retaining his first place position 
throughout the day. His closest competitor 
was his own horse Royal Cor which he also 
rode. 

About his 13-year-old chestnut gelding 
Paddy, Bruce said: "He was bred by Mr. 
George Strawbridge of Unionville. By the 
time he was 6, he was as crazy as they come 
and was sent to my mother-in-law (Mrs. 
John Hannum) to be fed to the hounds. Carol 
(Bruce's wife) wanted to try the horse for 
herself. Mr. Strawbridge said that she might, 
but that no girl was ever to go in his stall as 
the horse would savage anyone, and he 
didn't want to be responsible for any acci¬ 
dents. 

Carol worked with him for two years. At 
one point the horse was so rank they would 
take him out to exercise both the dog pack 
and bitch pack of hounds, use him as a lead 
pony for the other horses and gallop him 
with the race horses — just to give him 
enough work so he would realize that he had 
to settle down." 

Carol's persistence was handsomely re¬ 
warded. By 1972 she was riding him in 
three-day events, and, at season's end, 
Paddy was named USCTA Horse of the 
Year. 

"He was one of the horses the team took to 
England last year," continued Bruce. "That's 
where he really began to do well in dressage.

"He's still hard to hold. I can only just 
control him cross country, but he has come a 
long way since he was destined to be dog 
meat." 

Born on St. Patrick's Day, Paddy (who was 
sired by Esterling and is out of an unregis¬ 
tered Irish mare) may well turn out to be one 
of America's hopes for the Olympics to be 
held next year in Montreal. 

Also of interest in the Middletown results 
is the fact that two of the first six finishers in 
the Open Intermediate Division plus the 
winner of the Senior Training Division were 
sired by the great steeplechase sire Cormac. 

Royal Cor (second) and Bally Cor (sixth) 
are both by Cormac as is Orient Express, 
ridden to victory by Lornie Forbes in the 
second division of the Senior Training cate¬ 
gory.

Reported... 


► In the cover picture's background stands 
Pimlico's famed Old Clubhouse which was 
to be destroyed by fire in 1966. Constructed 
in 1870, the Old Club was a Pimlico land¬ 
mark. 

► Joseph F. Flanagan was elected president 
of the Maryland Horse Breeders Association, 
succeeding Janon Fisher, Jr., who had been 
president since 1940. Mr. Flanagan was de¬ 
scribed as "a steward at Delaware and Laurel 
race courses, former gentleman rider of note, 
farmer, successful breeder of Thor¬ 
oughbreds at his Monkton, Md., establish¬ 
ment, and nationally known as a first class 
judge of horses and pedigrees." 

► Permission to reopen the nation's war- 
closed race tracks was granted by the federal 
government on May 9. Seven days later Pim¬ 
lico began its spring meeting which was a 
combined operation, involving all four of the 
state's mile tracks. Pimlico's meeting lasted 
for only ten days, officials not wanting to 
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operate in opposition to Delaware Park. Be¬ 
cause the track had had insufficient time to 
work out details for the 1945 Preakness it was 
decided to hold a one-day meeting on June 
16 at which time the Preakness and four 
other stakes would be contested. The Ken¬ 
tucky Derby would be run on June 9 and the 
Belmont Stakes on June 23. 

► Charles Town and Delaware Park both 
agreed to suspend racing on Saturday, June 
16, so that Pimlico could run the Preakness 
without opposition from nearby tracks. 

► In his speech at the MHBA's annual gen¬ 
eral membership meeting, Joe Estes, editor 
of The Blood-Horse , said: ". . . The Bruce 
Lowe family number is worth no more to the 
breeder than the horoscope he gets when he 
puts a penny in one of those drugstore 
weighing machines. 

"The number of crosses of some great an¬ 
cestor in a pedigree is of no consequence 
whatever. Poor horses and good horses have 
the same number of crosses. 


Joseph F. Flanagan, 1945 MHBA president. 
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"One male line is as good as another. 
(Most people have a hard time believing that 
one.) For horses of the same racing class 
there is no advantage for the one of the more 
fashionable male line — except the advan¬ 
tage of fashion and consequent opportunity. 

"Inbreeding, in the mild dilution occa¬ 
sionally practiced by Thoroughbred breed¬ 
ers, makes little difference, one way or the 
other. 

"Nicks are the bunk. (Practically nobody 
will believe that.) They are the most univer¬ 
sally accepted bunk in the whole 
business . . . 

► Anna Bockius won the Gittings Trophy at 
the McDonogh School horse show. The class 
was restricted to children who had not 
reached their seventeenth birthday. Taylor 
Cook finished second and Jane Piper third. 
Miss Bockius also accumulated the greatest 
number of points for girls under 16 at the 
show. For boys under 16, the winner was 
Hugh Wiley. For girls under 20 the greatest 
point earner was Deborah Coady. Taylor 
Cook won the boys-under-20 division.

Maryland's Bute Program Attacked 

It was on April 19 that the Maryland Racing Commission legalized the use of 
Butazolidin for all horses except 2-year-olds. Commission member Carle A. Jackson 
(who was outvoted 4-1) had declared at the commission's March 13 meeting: "I'm 
against the whole bloody thing." To the trainers who objected at that meeting to the 
exclusion of 2-year-olds from the Bute program, Jackson said: "You fellows ought to be 
investigated by the SPCA." 

In legalizing Butazolidin the commission bowed to pressure from the horsemen. 
Of course, horsemen weren't unanimous in favoring Bute, but today just about every¬ 
body is using it — because if you don't, rival trainers see (Bute lists are posted daily at 
Maryland tracks) that you've got a 100 per cent sound horse, a fact which makes the 
animal a lot more likely to be claimed. So now even the sound horses owned by persons 
opposed to Bute are being given the painkiller. 

What all this will come to, God alone knows. 

On this subject I recently received a letter from James P. Mills, owner of Hickory 
Tree Farm in Middleburg, Va. A portion of that letter follows: 

After World War II, I became a victim of Rheumatoid Arthritis. I was 
selected among 1,000 patients by the leading rheumatologist in New York 
City as one of the first four "guinea pigs" on two new magic drugs, 
namely Cortisone and ACTH. 

After one year as an outpatient in the old hospital for the Ruptured 
and Crippled, I was discharged and put on "Bute." In three weeks time, I 
had lost 16 pounds and my memory. It worried me as I could not re¬ 
member the name of my own niece. And don't think for a minute that it 
did not scare the chief rheumatologist at Columbia Presbyterian Medical 
College. 

If it does this to a human being, what does it do to the poor race 
horses? 

I have served on the Board of the Arthritis Foundation for a quarter of 
a century; therefore, I believe I have some qualifications in writing on this 
subject as I am in contact always with the leading doctors in the United 
States. 

It is incredible that certain horse organizations and trainers should 
advocate the use of Bute. When a horse is hurting, it is only common 
sense that he should be sent home to the farm until he has time to be 
relieved of his ailments. 

Drugging of the horse for lameness is downright dangerous. You 
hear little of the accidents that occur on the race track. Furthermore, it 
jeopardizes the life of the jockey and other mounts and riders in the race. 

What can a person say in response to comments such as Mr. Mills makes? 

To me his observations are indisputable. After all, he's been there.
